What Discipline? 


The philosophy modern discipline has 
definitions: 

“Etymologically the word discipline 
comes from the Latin root that gives 
the word disciple and historically the 
problem discipline has been bring 
the impulses and the conduct the indi- 
vidual into harmony with the standards 

Mueller defines discipline terms 
its ultimate social end, “in its most 
modern and inclusive sense discipline 
means preparing boys and girls for life 
democratic society.”* This definition 
seems encroach upon the general defini- 
tion education. shall see this more 
fully from the definition Pringle. 

what then the modern con- 
ception high school discipline? Stated 
negatively not outward conformity, 
nor coercion, nor merely submission

The Catholic View 


Contrasting these three definitions with

While fully subscribe the Catholic 
philosophy, still must not lose sight 
the fact that modern systems have con- 
tributed many things the technique 
adjusting disciplinary problems:

the field. seems convenient group 
them under three general headings: 

Problems that have their origin 
the school, the equipment, the administra- 
tion, and the teachers. 

Problems that have their origin 
the home, the parents, 
guardian. 

Problems that have their origin in- 
herently the students, their physiological 
condition, bad habits, etc. 


Problems the School 

Equipment 

school building that not properly 
equipped will continual source 
annoyance both teachers and students. 
Rooms that are not properly illuminated, 
rooms that are not properly heated, rooms 
and buildings that are not kept clean, 
inadequate and insanitary toilet 
ties, such little things chalk and erasers 
—conspicuous their absence —not 
mention the lack maps and reference 
books, constitute grave source irrita- 
tion for the teacher and disturbance 
the class. Proper cafeteria and locker facili- 
ties are also prime importance. may 
seem superfluous write such trifles 
paper this nature, but Michelangelo 
credited with saying that trifles make per- 
fection and perfection trifle. When the 
little things are taken care of, there less 
room for complaint and the school does 
run much more smoothly. 


Administration 


acknowledge the theory that true 
education consists training the mental, 
moral, and physical faculties the stu- 
dent. Local accrediting agencies help 
maintain the scholastic standard, but who 
determines the thoroughness religion 
and physical education instruction? 
have learned that one large Catholic high 
school revolutionized the methods teach- 
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ing religion, partly because the fact 
that the religion periods were being used 
for other purposes than teaching religion. 
Certainly are not going fulfill the 
primary purpose our existence, may 
well close our doors. Moreover, thor- 
ough course religion the ele- 
ments Christian gentleman. From his 
study religion, student will necessarily 
assimilate principles that will enable him 
avoid the pitfalls which tend create 
disciplinary problems. the religion peri- 
ods are employed for the distribution 
“tickets,” the desired effect the religion 
class lost. Although are proud our 
self-supported Catholic school system, 
some cases, there too much emphasis 
placed upon the extracurricular forms 
raising money. 

The formal program physical educa- 
tion scheduled the catalog, but 
times this far goes. neglecting 
carry out this program, are ignoring 
important phase education well 
failing take advantage means 
that will help instill the spirit disci- 
pline. The more rigid the physical educa- 
tion program is, the quicker the boy will 
form the habit and spirit obedience.

etc.” The school authorities, solicitous for 
the good name the school, are bit 
worried too, and spend much time do- 
ing their part. Don picked the 
police, and the prodigal son returns home 
and back school. Three months later 
Dad presents Don with new car and 
since then Don has developed into bigger 


problem. Our story ends here since Don 


has transferred another school. 

contrast this case, with money 
the family, here one with the family 
next door poverty:

There trite saying that problem 
school generally reflects problem 
home. the-school contributes its share 
creating problems, the home, but 
more direct manner. The boy school 
only per cent his time during the 
scholastic year. The remainder the time 
supposedly under the jurisdiction 
the home. The good influence the school 
may counteracted lack disci- 
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pline the home, where the student 
per cent the time. This can sub- 
stantiated the school psychological 
thought, which emphasizes environment. 

Perhaps the most universal problem 
persuade the youth study. For the 
most part the home not providing the 
opportunity for the necessary concentra- 
tion. There are parents who are too strict 
few and far between; and there are 
parents who are too lenient. have 
heard the following story from fond par- 
ents more than once when have inter- 
viewed them concerning their problem 
child: couldn’t anything with him 
priests have the reputation for being very 
strict and very good 

the other hand, there are parents 
who take little interest the school 
life their child. They are too preoccupied 
with business and social obligations. Yet, 
some cases, the parents pay too much 
attention their dear boy, especially 
his physical well-being. 

The school can little correcting 
these problems their source. Visits 
the home and personal interest the 
parties concerned faculty member 
the best method adjusting such cases. 
Even though this must done during 
time allotted for relaxation, are still the 
ambassadors Christ. 


The Ideal Home 


The home that provides balanced 
program prayer, work, study, and social 
life will encounter the least number 
problems. many cases too much impor- 
tance attached social life the detri- 
ment this program. Regular habits 
study should encouraged they con- 
stitute the best method attaining scho- 
lastic success. When emphasis placed 
upon work, usually does not stress the 
development the God-given faculties 
mind and body, but rather the monetary 
return. for prayer the home 
were not for the Catholic elementary and 
secondary schools, the younger generation 
would learn very little, anything, about 
prayer. 

The following incident epitomizes the 
modern trend family life: One day 
were talking lay teacher, man 
eleven years’ experience. was lament- 
ing the lack progress his algebra 


class. nowadays not think 


logically because attending movie and 
listening the radio they simply absorb, 
exerting effort. For our recreation, 
used have read, and dad made 
sure that was good reading. Boys today 
not know what the classics are. 
Shakespeare, them, just another 
Notre Dame halfback.” 


III. Problems the Student

present are interested prob- 
lems that have their origin inherently 
the student. After some investigation 
find that for every authority there are 
dozen classifications personal factors 
that cause disciplinary problems. Accord- 
ingly, have found convenient 
classify all problems, this group, under 
the seven capital sins: pride, covetousness, 
lust, gluttony, envy, anger, and sloth. This 
classification character problems gives 
Clue their origin and solution. 


Effects Sin 


We, Catholics, believe the doctrine 
original sin, doctrine that has been 
relegated the background antiquated 
religious theories such eminent 
authority And through orig- 
inal sin know that man has his 
heritage, from our first parents, darkened 
intellect and weakened will. 

The Encyclical Pius the 
Christian Education Youth states:

Adam and Eve 
had only one rule, and know that they 
did not keep it. Chronic cases tardiness, 
absence from school, and truancy can 
cured some extent old form 
punishment, detention after school. 
Deliberate stealing and lying place 
boy the class undesirables. All schools 
have their share theft, particularly the 
stealing textbooks seasonal times 
the year. The larger the school, the greater 
the percentage problems. “Locks are 
made keep out honest people.” 
boy thief, lock may hinder his prog- 
ress but will not reform him. Locks, 
therefore, are used lessen the occasion 
that honest boy may have steal. 
Well-protected school lockers serve 
minimize the dangers this problem. 
Keeping all rooms and the building itself 
securely locked all times when not 
use will also prove helpful. system 


hall guards has proved very effective 
decreasing the number thefts both 
parochial and public schools. 

Gambling seems occur cycles 
and tends center about one small 
group boys. “Getting the goods” the 
ringleaders and making example 
them will help eliminate these problems. 
Frequent patrolling places which 
these activities are likely occur will 
help forestall such evils. 

Sex problems are class them- 
selves. may distressing learn that 
the senior class certain western 
high school per cent the girls were 
nonvirgins, many being unmarried mothers. 
middlewestern high school has similar 
record but not such extent. Catholic 
schools have their own problems, but, 
thanks the grace God, the percentage 
very small. Such cases will not readily 
show themselves Catholic boys’ school 
although sometimes present. Thus let 
not too self-complacent assuming 
that, since they not appear, they 
not exist. 

Such problems have their origin first 
thought and then the spoken and 
written word surreptitiously circulated 
among the “intelligentia” (the wise guys) 
the student body. Thence also un- 
chaperoned social gatherings. Although 
have little direct control over the 
source the problems, can take means 
prevent them. strong religious pro- 
gram based the frequent reception 
the sacraments, the chief source the 
spiritual stamina necessary adolescent 
years, should designed and carried out.

Some Types 

The attitude boy the amount 
attention lavished upon him often the 
determining factor his conduct. The 
child whose every whim and fancy 
pampered home usually turns out 
the surly and recalcitrant student 
school. Then there the favorite son who 
has too much spending money for his own 
good. general, other types that may 
present disciplinary problems are: exhi- 
bitionistic, irresponsible, careless and 
inattentive, stubborn, deliberately misbe- 
morose and 
hypersensitive, defiant and haughty, and 
impertinent. 


the Problem 

solving such problems, one needs 
equipped with ordinary God-given in- 
telligence, abundant patience and sufficient 
tact. the other hand, the problem boy 
himself needs sufficiency God’s grace. 
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For some problem students, corporal pun- 
ishment the best remedial measure that 
can used; and for others, has abso- 
lutely effect other than aggravate 
the case. long, heart-to-heart talk will 
produce results with some, whereas will 
have effect with others. conference 
with the parents may produce the desired 
effect some cases. There set rule 
applicable all types problems. may 
necessary try all remedial methods 
before finding the proper one. 


The Psychologist 

Sometimes the problem becomes seri- 
ous that expulsion the one available 
course.

The task the supervisor 
develop the desired qualities teachers 
whom they are lacking. Here her rela- 
tionship with the mother superior becomes 
important factor. she who keeps the 
mother superior touch with the schools. 
spite her own efforts and the help 
the supervisor, teacher she does not 
succeed, becomes the duty the super- 
visor suggest change work for her. 

Visiting and Criticizing 

Supervisory diagnosis school pre- 
supposes classroom visitation. carried 
out according constructive plan, this 
can made very potent source teach- 
growth. Then there are such accepted 
aids the personal interview, meetings 
with the faculty, and group meetings. 
George Kyte says: probably 
other supervisory activity which can 
furnish specific help teacher the 
personal The teacher always 
open suggestion when approached 
spirit helpfulness after the visitation 
her classroom. Systematic observation 
should followed diagnosis un- 
satisfactory procedures, suggestions offered 
for their correction, and planned follow- 
program inaugurated. The difficulty 
should discussed frankly that meas- 
ures can intelligently outlined which will 
lead elimination the difficulty. Fre- 
quently the difficulty lies below the surface, 
which fact necessitates further investiga- 
tion. this point questions may arise 
which call for the interest and cooperation 
the pastor. Often difficult in- 
terest the pastor, especially when the in- 
terest touches upon the parish finances. 
Whereas the supervisor entirely sym- 
pathy with the struggling pastor, she never- 
theless sometimes finds imperative 
recommend the introduction new text- 
books, the installation maps and charts, 
which necessitates drawing the parish 
funds, despite the fact that the financial 
question extremely vexing one the 
pastor. 

Individual conferences should not pre- 
clude the general faculty meeting. This 
meeting will afford occasion for the dis-

cussion matters common interest. 
gives the supervisor opportunity present 
problems which she has assembled her 
visitations; problems which need 
clearly viewed and evaluated and which 
may call for further supervisory investiga- 
tion. comparison with other systems often 
reveals the weaknesses well the strong 
points single system. survey made 


found the most widely used super- 
visory device the Catholic schools. Mr. 
Bednard sees this fact indication 
progress and recognition the value 
cooperation among teachers given 
school system. 

However, these meetings held probably 
once year with the supervisor, are not 
sufficient contact between teachers and 
supervisor; hence the suggestion that con- 
tinuation classes conducted the super- 
visor during the regular summer school, 
where she has opportunity meet the 
teachers and acquaint herself with their 
individual problems. 

Group meetings often give opportunity 
for intellectual leadership. Professional 
stimulation and the resultant professional 
growth are major outcomes. 

William Miller, article entitled 
says that teaching 
goal and guidance attain it. cited two 
qualifications teacher necessary for its 
final accomplishment; namely, thorough 
and practical knowledge her subjects, 
and resourcefulness; the first, order 
inspire confidence her pupils, and the 
latter, that she position make in- 
telligent selection method. carried out, 
this would seem advance step self- 
education, and would 
procedure. 


Scrutinizing the Curriculum 

Relative the curriculum the Cath- 
olic school, the supervisor must constantly 
endeavor find evidence integration 
religion with all other subjects taught dur- 
ing the school day. The major difference 
between Catholic schools and public schools 
the teaching religion our Catholic 
schools. this not mean the teaching 
religion isolated subject restricted 
the formal religion period, but rather 
religion which thoroughly integrated 
with the work the classroom be- 
come permanent leaven, were, oper- 
ating throughout the lives the children 
our care. Edward Fitzpatrick says, 
“Religion must become not only science 
but living faith, the central scheme 
motives learning and life, and all our 
relations toward self, toward neighbor, 
toward God.” And again, “Religion not

What the Priestly Vocation? 


faced sometime its history 
with the problem the scarcity priests. 
this regard, the present time critical. 
many dioceses the United States and 
Canada there are not enough priests 
undertake necessary work, especially the 
new fields labor which are opening 
every year. Then, too, every diocese 
always necessary build for the future; 
and even those sections where the needs 
the present are adequately supplied, the 
decreasing number students semi- 
naries gives cause for alarm. Every priest 
engaged either the pastoral care souls 
the situation, and anxious something 
about it. the cherished desire every 
zealous priest provide the Church with 
least one man carry the work 
after has passed on. But most cases, 
his aim has not succeeded. 

almost every parish, and every 
Catholic high school college, see 
least few fine Catholic young men en- 
dowed with all the qualifications health, 
intelligence, education, and character, nec- 
essary fit them for seminary course, 
and serve the groundwork for the 
priesthood; yet most them never enter 
the seminary. ask one these men 
why does not consider the priesthood, 
the answer shall receive the greatest 
number instances that knows that 
for the priesthood divine vocation nec-

essary, but that does not “feel certain” 
that has such vocation. 

The above expression has been used de- 
signedly, brings out the fundamental 
widespread misunderstanding the nature 
priestly vocation, which unfortunately 
has been accepted among Catholic laity 
for many generations; namely, that 
vocation the priesthood comes directly 
from God the soul the individual 
man, and that consists interior 
voice, attraction for the life, “feeling” 
that one wanted God. generally 
believed very indefinite, and indeed 
vague, thing, with the result that one 
can ever sure possessing it. The con- 
sequence that unless young man feels 
himself overwhelmed with the notion 
the priesthood concludes that has 
vocation, and therefore should not dare 
present himself for the seminary. 

not surprising that such misun- 
derstanding this matter should 
prevalent. The doctrine the priestly 
vocation was clearly outlined the Coun- 
cil Trent; yet even our day, only 
very few our schools and colleges the 
subject vocations treated definitely and 
adequately. Therefore not all sur- 
prising that many our young men will 
not have clear idea the nature 
vocation. 

One the aims the Catholic Biblical 
Association, conjunction with the Con- 
fraternity Christian Doctrine, 
make the Sacred Scriptures, the divinely 
inspired source religious knowledge, 
more readily available and useful teach- 
ers religion. keeping with this gen- 


eral aim, the purpose this paper 
examine some the priestly vocations 
given Christ and the Apostles, re- 
corded the New Testament; and from 
these firsthand sources deduce the nature 


teachers religion parishes and schools. 


hoped that this discussion may make 
the doctrine vocations better known 
our young people, and thus foster more 
vocations among them. 


The Vocation Aaron and His Sons 


its scope the New Testament teach- 
ing vocations, yet for proper under- 
standing that doctrine necessary 
consider this one instance divine voca- 
tion the Old Testament. The call 
these men the priesthood recorded 
Exod. 28:1: (And the Lord spoke Moses 


saying) “Take unto thee also Aaron thy 
brother with his sons, from among the 
children Israel, that they may minister 


the priest’s office; Aaron, Nadab, 


and Abiu, Eleazar, and Here 
have the first call the exclusive function 


the priesthood, apart from other 
offices. important for our purpose, 
because St. Paul refers the model 
for Christian vocations: “Neither doth any 
man take the honor himself, but that 
called God, Aaron was” (Heb. 
5:4). 


Let observe some the character- 
istics this vocation. the first place, 
was definite call from God; prefaced 


the words: “The Lord spoke Moses 


saying” (Exod. 25:1). God spoke Moses 
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clearly and directly did giving 
the Ten Commandments. Secondly, these 
men were definitely selected God for the 
office; they did not choose themselves. 
Thirdly, was from outside; was not 
interior their souls. Fourthly, was 
given, not directly these men, but in- 
directly through Moses; therefore, was 
given through lawful authority, through 
one having jurisdiction over them reli- 
gious affairs. 


The Vocation Christ 


Because Christ was God, seems 
strange speak His having received 
vocation from God priest. But St. 
Paul, immediately after formulating his 
classic principle the necessity 
divine call the priesthood, goes 
say: “So Christ also did not glorify Him- 
self that might made high priest; 
but that said Him: ‘Thou art 
Son, this day have begotten Thee.’ 
saith also another place: “Thou art 


priest forever, according the order 


Melchisedech’ (Heb. this pas- 
sage St. Paul quotes Ps. 2:7 and Ps. 109:4, 
respectively, containing the priestly 
vocation our Blessed Lord. His vocation 
was proclaimed the words the angel 
Joseph: “Thou shalt call His Name 
Jesus, for shall save His people from 
their sins” (Matt. 1:21). The name con- 
ferred Christ was indicate the pri- 
mary purpose His Incarnation and life 
earth, namely, the Redemption man, 
essentially priestly function. 

Further light thrown Christ’s voca- 
tion Heb. 5:1. There St. Paul lays 
down essential condition for the 
exercise priestly functions that the sub- 
ject “taken from among men”; hence, 
that man. Consequently was 
Christ man who was exercise the 
functions the priesthood, and man 
would require divine call assume 
such office. The vocation Christ 
man was announced the passages quoted 
above; was sealed when took His 
human nature the hypostatic union. 


Vocations Given Christ During 
His Public Life 


Calls Disciples: 


temporary invitation extended Christ 
Peter, Andrew, James, John, Philip, and 
Nathanael, come and listen His 
teaching. They accepted His invitation, re- 
mained with Him for time, and went 
with Him from Bethania into Galilee. 

this invitation corresponds the gen- 
eral call extended all followers 
Christ, Christians; was extended first 
these men. was necessary prelim- 
inary call office the Church. Be- 
fore man can become priest must 
first member the Church through 
baptism. But this incident brings out the 
primary requisite man receive 
vocation, namely, good will. These men 
had come from Galilee see John the 
Baptist, and learn from him what God 
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wanted from them. soon they met 
Christ they went Him, glad with 
Him and listen Him. This incident also 
brings out another necessary quality: those 
who first met Christ wanted bring 
others share the blessings they had 
received; this the virtue that becomes 
zeal the priestly life. 

Apparently Peter, Andrew, James, and 
John, after returning Galilee, went back 
their regular work fishing. But be- 
fore many months they received another 
call; this time permanent discipleship. 
read three accounts it, Matt. 
4:18-22; Mark 1:16-20; Luke 5:1-11. 
During trip along Lake Galilee our Lord 
saw these men engaged the work. Ac- 
cording St. Luke, worked special 
miracle for their benefit, strengthen 
their faith Him. invited them 
become permanent disciples, give their 
time entirely Him and His work. They 
accepted, left everything, and followed 
Him. 

Here have example direct, 
exterior call, the spoken word; given 
Christ man, acting head His 
Church. Again have evidence the 
good will and generosity these men, 
which fitted them receive such voca- 
tion. They realized that accepting meant 
large sacrifices; yet they were ready 
make these generously. They were not 
rich; but they gave their homes, their 
families, their work, all that they valued. 

Similar the call have just been 
considering was that given Matthew, 
related Matt. 9:9-13; Mark 
17; Luke this occasion Christ 
was walking down street Capharnaum, 
and saw Matthew sitting his desk 
the customhouse. Matthew was publican, 
Jew engaged the Roman government 
collect taxes, the most despised profes- 
sion among Jews. Christ simply said 
him: Me.” Matthew responded 
once, left all, and followed Him. 

Again have example call 
given directly and exteriorly. This case 


shows another characteristic; namely, that 


any member the Church, matter 
what social class, eligible for vocation. 
Once more see generous response; 
even though Matthew was rich, did not 
hesitate leave all behind; and show 
his appreciation his invitation, made 
banquet for our Lord. this had the 
additional motive zeal, wishing help 
Christ come contact with others 
his class. 

These calls issued Peter, Andrew, 
James, John, and Matthew were really 
only invitations begin course train- 
ing for office the Church: will make 
you fishers men” (Matt. 4:19).

Call the Twelve Apostles: 


Matt. 10:1-4; Mark 3:13-19; Luke 
6:12-16. these passages have the 
account Christ’s selection the twelve 
Apostles from the group permanent 
disciples. The event took place the foot 
mountain Galilee early the morn- 
ing after Christ had spent whole night 
prayer. Such preparation for this 
event our Lord brings out the serious- 
ness what was doing. This call 
the Apostles was followed immediately 
the Sermon the Mount, the “Magna 
Charta” His Kingdom. Thus can 
see that this choice the Apostles was 
important act jurisdiction; step the 
organization His Church. The call was 
external, definite, and authoritative; 
called twelve” (Luke); “He made that 
twelve should with Him” (Mark). 

This was more important than the call 
discipleship considered above; was 
definite vocation higher office the 
Church. However, was not final; was 
really only invitation enter 
more intensive training and preparation. 
our day, this would correspond the 
call major orders (diaconate, priest- 
hood) given the candidate the bishop 
toward the end the seminary course. 

The final vocation the twelve Apostles 
came the Last Supper, their actual 
ordination. the ceremony the wash- 
ing the feet, recorded John 
Christ designated those whom was 
about impart share His powers. 
“Tf wash thee not, thou shalt have 
part with Me” (John 13:8). Thus 
washing the feet these twelve men 
marked them finally for participation 
His priestly powers, which they were 
receive within the next few minutes. This 
last call was sealed when addressed 
all these picked men the words: “Do this 
for commemoration Me” (Luke 
22:19). And then the discourse after 
the Last Supper recalled them what 
had done for them: will not now call 
you servants; for the servant knoweth not 
what his lord doth. But have called you 
friends: because all things whatsoever 
have heard Father, have made 
known have not chosen Me; 
but have chosen you; and have ap- 
pointed you, that you should go, and 
should bring forth fruit; and your fruit 
should remain (John 

The counterpart this final vocation 
the Apostles the life the priest 
today the call receives from the or- 
daining bishop the actual ordination 
ceremony, when each man present called 
name, and answers Adsum. The final 
seal the candidate’s vocation comes 
the moment when kneels the feet 
the ordaining bishop, and from that prel- 
ate’s hands receives the powers the 
priesthood. Then near the end Mass, 
the words quoted from the discourse after 
the Last Supper are addressed the new 
priest. 
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Vocations Given Apostolic Times 

the later pages the New Testament 
read accounts certain vocations 
given, not directly Christ, but the 
ecclesiastical authorities the time. The 
first these was that Matthias. The 
story, found Acts familiar 
discerning the characteristics such 
vocation. the first place, find that 
was external, definite call: “They 
gave them lots, and the lot fell upon Mat- 
thias, and was numbered among the 
eleven Apostles.” Secondly, was exer- 
cise supreme authority Peter; thus 
was given man having jurisdiction 
the Church, and constituted exercise 
that jurisdiction. Thirdly, was moti- 
vated the needs the Church; Peter 
pointed out that was necessary have 
someone replace Judas. And finally, 
observe that they prayed for the guidance 
the Holy Ghost their choice; thus 
are certain that the vocation Mat- 
thias was from God, even though given 
through the Apostles. 

Acts read the account 
the selection and ordination the Apos- 
tles the first seven deacons. Since the 
diaconate certainly major order 
divine institution, the candidate requires 
divine vocation. Consequently such ele- 
ments discover the vocation 
these deacons, can apply equally 
vocations the priesthood. Once more 
observe that this call was definite and 
external. The Apostles arrived definite 
decision choose and ordain these men 
because the needs the Church. 
find this case that the people were al- 
lowed recommend the candidates; then 
the Apostles called them. 

the most striking all the 
vocations apostolic times was that St. 
Paul. Paul had been converted, and was 
that time well disposed toward God, and 
ready whatever God should tell him. 
The account his first vocation given 
Acts another story fa- 
miliar all. Here have vocation 
given subject who had been miracu- 
lously prepared for most amazing 
conversion. Those qualities energy and 
determination, which while misdirected 
had made Saul implacable enemy 
Christ and Christianity, were now Paul 
turned the opposite direction, and con- 
secrated just wholeheartedly the 
cause the Master. This selection Paul 
for office the Church was definitely 
divine, for God spoke Ananias saying: 
carry Name before the Gentiles, 
and kings, and the children Israel” 
(Acts 9:15). Again, this vocation was 
made known Paul from the outside, 
vocally; and although coming from God, 
was given Paul through Ananias; 
through one who, least temporarily, had 
jurisdiction over him, having been ap- 
pointed God Himself this work. 

However, this was only vocation 
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intensive preparation for his high office. 
The final vocation was given later through 
the Apostles. “As they were ministering 
the Lord and fasting, the Holy Ghost 
said them: ‘Separate Saul and 
Barnabas, for the work whereunto have 
taken them.’ Then they, fasting and pray- 
ing, and imposing their hands upon them, 
sent them away” (Acts 13:2, 3). 


St. Paul’s Teaching Vocations 


St. Paul, who preached and wrote 
eloquently almost every topic Chris- 
tianity, did not neglect the doctrine 
vocation. many passages throughout 
his Epistles has pointed out the neces- 
sity vocation order undertake 
the priestly office. But one passage stands 
out above everything else his writings 
this subject: “Neither doth any man 
take the honor himself, but that 
called God, Aaron was” (Heb. 5:4). 
text chapter the Christian priest- 
hood. Volumes have been written its 
meaning and implications. But must 
satisfied here with stating its classical in- 
terpretation. The call which St. Paul 
speaks external, and practice 
issued the lawful authorities the 
Church, the bishops. This interpretation 
clear recall the vocation Aaron, 
and the manner which was given; also 
if-we consider again the other vocations 
recorded Scripture. the interpreta- 
tion fortified with the preponderance 
commentary, and sealed the official 
voice the Church the Council 
Trent. The Catechism the Council 
Trent quotes this text, and then goes 
say: “And they are called God who are 
called the lawful ministers His 
Church” (Catechism Conc. Tr.; Tr. 
McHugh Callan, 2nd Rev. Ed., 318). 


Summary Doctrine 


the passages examined above 
have fairly complete outline the 
various elements and characteristics the 
priestly vocation. For convenience may 
well summarize these. 

The essence vocation consists 
the exterior call coming from God, but 
made known the individual through 
the person those authority over him 
the Church, practice, through the 
bishop the diocese. This evident from 
the calls the Apostles, given Christ 
man, and from those given the 
Apostles. 
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have lived ninety-sixth year; 
have enjoyed continued health, have 
been blessed with great wealth, prosperity, 
and most the good things which the 
world can public approbation, 
esteem, applause; but what now look 
back with the greatest satisfaction 
myself is, that have practiced the duties 
rollton. 
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bishop. This clear from the call 
Aaron, given through Moses; also the 
cases Matthias and the deacons. the 
latter instance, the people could recom- 
mend the candidates, but only the Apostles 
could call them. 

equal those given Christ Himself; 
Matthias was among the eleven 
Apostles” (Acts 1:26). 

The giving these calls motivated 
the needs the Church, see from 
the calls Matthias and the deacons. 

for the requirements the part 
the candidate; have seen that for the 
preliminary vocation (to enter the semi- 
nary) the main requirements are: good 
will, readiness God’s will, and 
store for him, the first disciples; gen- 
erosity, like Matthew; ordinary good 
character, “no guile,” like Nathanael. 
However, prepared for the final 
vocation the priesthood, the candidate 
must have completed the special training, 
and have high degree holiness. 
none the examples have con- 
sidered has there been any mention 
interior call, the person’s having had 
any special attraction for the life. The 
Apostles for the most part knew nothing 
whatever the life, and therefore could 
not have had any attraction for it. Conse- 
quently must conclude that these are 
not essential true vocation. 

However, practice our day, ex- 
ternal vocations are not given men who 
have idea being priests, who have 
not presented themselves for such calls. 
priest, has some idea that God might 
want him, before going the seminary. 
But from what have seen, seems clear 
that such notion need not strong 
leave doubt his mind whatever 


before should follow up. Any young 


man who possesses the necessary qualities, 
ligence, good will, and generosity, and who 
has idea that God may want him 
from worthy motive, should not hesitate 
present himself for seminary course, 
ceive the final, external call 
bishop.

Catholic and Rural Textbooks Needed 


The most serious drawback toward making 
Catholic school the lack suitable text- 


books. However ingenious the teacher may be, 


what stands the book makes the greatest 
impression. Too many our textbooks all

Above all, the Catholic, social country 
school should rural. must penetrated 
through and through with love for the 
country and lasting appreciation the 
benefits rural life.

Problem for Catholic 


HERE problem regarding the teach- 

ing literature and history the high 
school that demands the practical attention 
all Catholic teachers. constitutes in- 
stance which Catholic education not 
near, some the secular schools, doing 
justice its own traditions.

The problem concerns itself with two key 
words, Medievalism, and the Renaissance, and 
indirectly with third, Humanism. has 
been experience university teacher 
that students enter college with very stub- 
born indoctrination about these words, gen- 
erally erroneous and often inculcated our 
own Catholic high schools. would seem, 
speak bluntly, that either our teachers are not 
themselves competently informed: 

points they must use obsolete textbooks 
with non-Catholic bias, from which the stu- 
learn “canned” answers. the object 

this paper present two principles and 
questions related them which teachers 
should employ the last two years high 
school, with the end view that Catholic 
students will have scholarly respect for 
their own heritage and will not misled 
deliberately deceptive catchwords. 

The two principles that would set down 
teaching history the historical back- 
ground for literature are these: 

The significance label should not 
assumed but investigated. the label 
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adequate one? How far does indicate 
preconceived idea the period which 
attached? Who were the first scholars 
employ the term? 

When the meaning the label has been 
investigated, study should made the 
life and thought the people who are sup- 
posed representative the meaning 
attached the label. This study will serve 
further check upon the accuracy the 
label. 

the meaning the Renaissance with the 
principles herein indicated, shall not train 
our students adequately, promote them 
critical approach problems which 
Catholics should very sensitive.

After due consideration, sent 
government postal Bruce Milwaukee, 
ordering supply Rudiments Sociology 
Eva Ross. decided that particular 
text because felt would more prac- 
tical for and appealing the high school stu- 
dent, since was problematic rather than 
theoretic text. 

The books came due time, and more 
detailed examination the copies made 
feel satisfied with our choice. During the fol- 
lowing weeks enthusiasm for the sociology 
course increased the more read, studied, and 


planned for the class. Finally school got under 


way and eagerly looked forward the first 
sociology period get the reaction the 
girls the new subject. The word, “indif- 
ference,” best sums their attitude 
sat down the first day and opened our new 
texts. Some the girls could not even 
pronounce the name the course; most 
them had not even slight notion what 
the study included; none them were par- 
ticularly interested. 


Arousing Interest 

began making cursory paging 
the text; pausing especially look 
the pictures the dependents and delin- 
quents. With the stimulus few pro- 
vocative questions, the members the 
class were soon discussing the little experi- 
ences they had had contacts with the poor 
and unfortunate. Enthusiasm increased. 
the end the hour the girls felt more 
home with their new subject; some them 
were manifestly interested; and the teacher 
was convinced that the course had tremendous 
possibilities not only for imparting valuable 
knowledge, but also for offering inspiration. 


Teaching the text was easy matter. 
written style comprehensible high 
school students, while its ample sets ques- 
tions the appendix offer valuable material 
for discussions and for drill fundamental 
definitions. After had finished the chapter 
the text “The Family,” decided 
had reached the point for the introduction 
say the word designedly) the encyclicals. 
was logical place study Pius XI’s 
treatise marriage. was wondering about 
methods procedure, when during the week 
end the Confraternity Christian Doctrine 
sponsored diocesan meeting our city. 
During the sessions attended high school 
discussion group under the direction 
public high school teacher, where the boys and 
girls read the text supplied them and the 
teacher quizzed them the reading. Such 
reading, decided, supplemented notebook 
work was ideal method for encyclical work. 

The following Monday began reading 
portions the Encyclical Christian Mar- 
riage.

Most these questions had 
forehand, but found not unusual hap- 
pening that other questions often presented 
themselves during the class, and not infre- 
quently the students themselves proposed 
other worth-while queries. 


Ignorance Vanquished 


Would that had kept record the 
topics thus considered. The subject matter 
included the widest variety topics. Some- 
times were able correct false, least 
“too modern” ideas. For example, junior 
had the impression that the obtaining 
legal divorce itself mortal 
sin; another could not see the necessity for 
Catholic education beyond the eighth grade; 
senior saw reason for consulting parents 
concerning their “dates”; and fourth girl 
thought that had few obligations toward 
our neighbor merely believe all the 
Church teaches (shades Martin Luther and 
his fellow so-called reformers). 
cussion with Pius and Leo XIII guides 
discovered well broke down these errors. 


Knowledge Comes 


But our encyclical work also had decidedly 
positive aspect. discussed the essentials 
what the Holy Father says “the proper 
and immediate end education,” namely, 
the formation the “true 
Christian.” Their ideas minimum essen- 
tials were rather startling; they ranged from 
the keeping the Commandments with the 
practice monthly Holy Communion lives 
almost heroic sanctity. The encyclical 
Christian Marriage gave ample opportunity 
for emphasizing the sacredness that sacra- 
ment; for building high ideals concerning 
home life; for offering suggestions how 
young women can make their own homes 
sweeter and happier places which live. 
also afforded opportunities for discussing 
home recreation and methods spending 
leisure time. 

studying Reconstructing the Social Order 
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was interesting see the students grasping 
the Church’s teaching such serious prob- 
lems ownership and property. What long 
and profitable talks had together Pius 
insistence justice and charity the 
remedy for the ills the present day! our 
work the Christian Education Youth, 
stressed the obligations parents giving 
their children Catholic education and like- 
wise the children’s consequent duties taking 
advantage those opportunities. And finally 
the papal letter Atheistic Communism, 
the class received real enlightenment concern- 
ing the vicious nature the twentieth-century 
threat civilization and Christianity, but 
more importantly impetus all their 
power save and spread Catholic faith and 
Christian morals personal prayer and 
exemplary conduct, and Catholic action. 


Object Lessons 

addition reading the encyclicals, 
also supplemented the textbook student 
reports timely articles appearing Cath- 
olic newspapers and periodicals. also 
made several field trips which added consider- 
able interest the course. These tours gave 
firsthand knowledge, true, but they 
also made deep impression the students’ 
souls. Such visits made them think more 
deeply about their own advantages. Certainly 
they returned school more grateful, more 
docile students. remember one student say- 
ing walked the academy steps 
our return from charitable institution, 
“Sister, aren’t lucky have school like 
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this? Wasn’t God good give Catholic 
home and also Catholic education?” offered 
answer, for these were not questions, but 
merely the verbal expressions youthful, 
fruitful thinking. 

the whole, can truthfully say that the 
classes sociology proved one the most 
interesting occupations very interesting 
scholastic year. was fascinating and gratify- 
ing watch the increasing facility with which 
the students used sociological terminology; 
the growing interest with which they discussed 
social problems; and most importantly, the 
noticeable development what like term 
social Catholic consciousness. was quite 
apparent that the study this subject left 
the students with deeper, living realization 
their obligations keeping, and their 
opportunity for fulfilling the second well 
the first great Commandment. And when 
the end the year the following passage 
was appended quite voluntarily and spon- 
taneously senior the end her exami- 
nation paper, felt that again had had 
more than share the promised 
fold.”

“Radio the Classroom” purports 
study the use the radio teaching

tem” “commercial system.” These 
views are again broken into “in-school 
listening” and “out-of-school listening.” 

With reference the “school-owned-and- 
operated system,” special mention made 
the Cleveland system which uses master 
teachers give instructions following their 
own course study. All members the 
system tune these instructions. The 
school-owned and-operated system permits the 
use the national systems conjunction with 
it.

Figures St. Teresa 
Avila, St. Thomas Aquinas, St. Catherine 
Siena, St. Louis, king France, St. Patrick, 
St. Caecilia, St. Sebastian, and St. Ambrose, 
bishop Milan, are placed next, representing 
the early miracle plays which drew their 
themes from the lives the saints. Then 
come some the Shakespearean and other 
Elizabethan figures characteristic the golden 
age English drama. 
eighteenth, and nineteenth centuries are also 
represented figures dressed the 
tinguishing costumes the times. 

Replicas the early Greek and Roman 
theaters fill the upper corners forming 
rhythmic setting for the figures. They are thus

The lettering 
the lower part, which balances the lettering 
above, gives the twofold purpose the work- 
shop: promote and spread Catholic truth 
and elevate the standards the theater. 

The spiritual interpretation the mural 
greatly strengthened its compositional 
arrangement, for all the lines and forms radi- 
ate from the tabernacle the central altar. 
The colors, which unfortunately cannot 
reproduced, also enhance the meaning the 
whole. 

This unit work has brought about num- 
ber beneficial results besides the cultural 
ones already mentioned. has caused among 


students and faculty members increased 
interest the college art department. Then, 
too, the student artists themselves feel that 
privilege leave their alma mater 
bit original work which makes definite 
contribution the college tradition. But, 


above all, the finished mural has brought about 
greater realization the practicality 
impregnating cultural subject with Catholic 
truth that unit thus worked out can take its 
place definitely problem Catholic 
action.

Almost unconsciously, when one loves 
poem, will rush back the mind intact 
with surprising spontaneity. This the 
case with many, many poems. Thus im- 
portant that the child become acquainted 
early possible with the finest poetry, 
that may become part and parcel him. 

But where find the realization quest? 
fine magazine Catholic poetry, Spirit, was 
brought Here were nuggets

real and rare beauty, current poetry, writ- 
ten our present-day Catholic poets. 
horizon was rather narrow, since had limited 
myself the intermediate grades. Would the 
poems from Spirit appeal children the 
fifth and sixth grades? 

With zest and determination set work. 
Fifty poems were selected 
volumes Spirit. Then collaboration with 
several other teachers, these poems were 
critically analyzed terms 
imagery, and diction adaptable children 
the fifth and sixth grades. Poems not fitting 
into this category were rejected. The re- 
maining poems were then subjected the 
crucial test fitness for the respective 
grades. 

The method used the presentation 
these poems was very simple. One hundred 
sixty sixth graders and similar number 
fifth graders participated this delightful 
exercise. The 160 children each grade are 
three classrooms, each class averaging about 
pupils. However, this grouping not 
X-Y-Z grading, for the children each class 
have the intelligence A-B-C-D pupils. 

The teacher each grade (fifth and sixth 
respectively) was asked present her 
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pupils the poems selected for her grade and 
note the child’s emotional reaction 
thought, imagery, and diction. These findings 
were then tabulated follows: 


E.— poem too easy for the grade 

S.— poem suitable for the grade 
poem suitable for the majority 

D.— poem too difficult for the grade 
D.M.— poem difficult for the majority 


Each teacher noted the responses given 
various pupils. Amazing was the pupil attitude 
toward poems having spiritual basis. Even 
the pupils meager intelligence reacted 
strongly these. 

After the poem was read the class and 
discussed, was written the board where 
every pupil could readily see it. The pupils 
were then requested read the poem silently. 
This controlled reading provoked the following 
attitudes: 


Pupils asked memorize poem. 

Many pupils copied the poem into their 
notebooks. 

Several pupils wrote original poems. 

Poems were gathered from other magazines 
make booklets. 

pupil suggestion, those poems which they 
liked best were kept teacher’s notebook for 
next year’s class. 

hearty spirit cooperation was engen- 
dered, for the fifth and sixth grades vie con- 
tributing poems class paper, Grade Echoes. 


From the above-mentioned activities sug- 
gested largely the pupils themselves, 
evident that the world poetry offers 
multiplicity experiences. 

The simpler the poetry is, the more uni- 
versal its appeal, least such has been 
experience with class young enthusiasts. 
However, the universality appeal lies not 
only simplicity but also deeply religious 
character. Outstanding this characteristic 
many poems read random from 

Furthermore, our study seems show chil- 
dren love anything religious and revel 
religious lore all types. For example, when 
read Patchwork: 


Remnants rainbows adrift the breeze 
Patches wind-torn from the trees, 
Petals that dancing flowers please 
throw the skies: 
Orange and yellow, brown and blue, 
speckled and splashed and spotted hue, 
Infinite Wisdom has made 


received the immediate and almost unani- 
mous response “How lovely!” Its simple 
vocabulary, yet its power lift the common- 
place part the Infinite Wisdom, ap- 
pealed the boys and girls. 

Children are quick note the beauties 
any piece art, naturalistic realistic; above 
all, they love the simple. The poem has made 
impression their minds that will not 
easily effaced. Each line this poem 
carries image that vivid, that appeal- 
ing, that like piece rare china, once 
seen, not readily forgotten. Greetings 
Beverly Lynch and many other poems from 
Spirit found similar response. 

While the poems selected from Spirit were 
not written for children, nevertheless, they 
did appeal them. When contrasted them 
with poems written for children our con- 
temporary “children’s poets,” the pupils ex- 
hibited decided preference for those from 
Spirit. They dealt, first all, with topics

form part the leisure reading the 
pupil’s future life, she more than amply 
repaid for her endeavors the classroom. 
But the Catholic teacher, working ma- 
terialistic world, can turn this

Religion and Geometry

Learning live the Christian life liv- 
ing Christian environment takes longer 
period than the time allotted the formal 
teaching religion our high schools. But 
all the secular subjects have their correlations 
with religion. Take for example, geometry. 

Using theme “God geometrizes eter- 
nally” “The laws nature are the mathe- 
matical thoughts God,” the attentions 
the pupils can called the many natural 
geometric patterns, the pentagonal arrange- 
ment the petals flowers; the hexagonal 
snowflakes and the symmetry each whorl 
floral leaves. 

Passing from active examples still life 
one can find geometric illustrations Chris- 
tian symbols. Mathematical figures have been 
emblematic the great truths Christianity 
since its birth. the Roman catacombs paint- 
ings containing such emblems, typifying the 
faith the Christians those days, can still 
seen. 

The inscribed hexagon symbolizes the per- 
fection God; the triangle symbolizes the 


Blessed Trinity. The octagon, used fre- 
quently the construction the baptistery 
and the font, symbol regeneration. 
The circle having beginning end 
symbolic eternity. 

Churches and cathedrals offer many exam- 
ples styles architecture. The Roman with 
its rounded arches and rows columns; the 
Gothic with its triangular forms and circular 
windows; and the Byzantine round-arched and 
domed ceilings decorated with mosaics, offer 
wealth suggestions for original designs. The 
beauty and simplicity the circular and 
arched windows attract the students and they 
become eager test their skill constructing 
similar patterns. 

These are few suggestions for blending 
religion and geometry. Nowhere neces- 
sary moralize these geometric figures.

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Air Conditioning

The relation weather physical health 
and comfort and mental efficiency has long 
been known. Although the absolute control 
external weather conditions still remains 
beyond their grasp, scientists have, 
great extent, gained mastery over the weather 
and weather conditions. air conditioning 
they have solved the problem indoor 
weather the problem controlling the dust, 
temperature, humidity, circulation, and ventila- 
tion the air confined spaces, such 
manner that men may now carry indoor 
activities with maximum comfort and 
efficiency. This can done irrespective 
external weather conditions. 

Man lives constant “bath” air. 
Surrounding him, indispensable factor 
his environment. serves provide 
oxygen for the needs metabolism, carry 
off waste products from his body, and 
cool the body, thereby regulating its tempera- 
ture. The control the various factors 
the air, which determine the manner action 
these important physiological functions, 
scientific wonders the twentieth century. 


Made-to-Order Weather 


Made-to-order weather has been 
with great enthusiasm all sides. Its tre- 
mendous possibilities have realized 
quickly, especially the business world. 
Large shops, theaters, department 
adopted air conditioning, aware 
creased profits result from healthful 
roundings. Some our large modern hospitals 
have installed the necessary apparatus for 
making the air “healthy” with consequent 
benefits patients and staff alike. Offices, 
office buildings, industrial plants, apartment 
houses, private homes, schools matter 
fact all confined spaces are now being air 
conditioned. 

Contrary common belief, air conditioning 
does not function merely cool the air 
the summertime, nor does function the 
summertime alone. The temperature the 
air only one the important factors 
homemade weather. addition, and times 
vastly more important, are the humidity, the 
dust, the ventilation, and circulation the 
air. Ideally considered, true air conditioning 
involves five steps and serves five functions: 


What Air Conditioning Does 


cleanses the air impurities. 

controls the temperature the air, 
cooling the summer and warming 
the winter. 

maintains healthful humidity, de- 
humidifying the air the summer and hu- 
midifying the winter. 

provides good ventilation, removing 
impure air and adding fresh air. 

provides good circulation air, pro- 
viding uniform distribution thermal con- 
ditions, without hot cold areas. 

The erroneous notion that air conditioning 
for the summertime only, arises from 
lack knowledge of, and scorn for, the 
humidity. one those sweltering days 
the middle summer the exclamation, 
“Golly, it’s hot!” there usually given the 
time dishonored reply “It’s not the heat, it’s 
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the humidity!” the man with perspira- 
tion dripping from every part his body this 
the retort discourteous. Consequently 
holds the humidity scorn. 

But all too often the humidity really more 
blame than the heat. Discomfort the 
summertime usually traceable the humid- 
ity. Likewise the winter, feeling chilli- 
ness discomfort room normal 
temperature the result poor humidity. 


What Humidity Does 


Everyone knows that the air contains water 
the form water vapor. The amount 
water vapor that can exist the air 
vapor, without condensing, depends the 
higher the temperature 
the more water that can exist water vapor 
the air. Now happens that times, 
especially the summer, the air almost 
saturated with holding almost 
much possibly can the existing 
temperature. The perspiration and moisture 
that being given off the body through 
the pores the skin cannot easily evaporate 
into the air—for the air cannot hold much 
more. Hence this waste material remains 
the body surface, saturating the clothing 
directly contact with it, and producing 
sticky, uncomfortable feeling. addition 
this, the accumulation perspiration pre- 
vents the temperature-regulating mechanism 
the body, located the skin layers, from 
functioning properly, with consequent physi- 
ological reactions unfavorable nature. 
The person thus affected feels warm, drowsy, 

the wintertime the air low tem- 
perature and therefore cannot hold much 
water vapor. However this cold air enters 
the house and heated high tempera- 
ture. This greatly increases its capacity for 
holding water vapor. soon any waste 
material forms the surface the body, 
evaporates into the air, attempt 
“satisfy” the “thirst” the air for water 
vapor. Evaporation cooling process and 
when proceeds rapid rate the body 
abnormally cooled. Therefore when this 
happens, the person who experiences: com- 
plains feeling despite the fact that 
the room temperature normal. The tempera- 
ture-regulating mechanism the body 
disturbed too rapid evaporation just 

These unhealthy conditions can corrected 
easily good air conditioning. the sum- 
mertime, the air dehumidified much 
the water removed from the air. this 
way, moist waste material the body can 
evaporate easily and keep the body its 
normal temperature, allowing the temperature- 
regulating system function properly. the 
added it. this way rapid evaporation 
perspiration retarded and the body func- 
tions normally. 


Ventilation Important 


Proper ventilation air also most 
important The accumulation, 
confined space, carbon dioxide, which 
the principal component exhaled breath, 
has unfavorable physiological effect, though 
not toxic one. Combined with rising humid- 


ity, brought about lack circulation, 
produces feeling sluggishness, drowsiness, 
flushing the skin, and general discomfort. 

Systems air conditioning are divided into 
three classes. 

Self-contained used 
for summer conditioning only. They consist 
single cabinets, containing, themselves, 
all the apparatus necessary for operation and 
they serve condition only that confined 
space which they are enclosed. 

Individual Units with Remote Control 
for both summer and winter condition- 
ing. They consist individual units supplied 
with refrigerant (cooling liquid) from 
remote refrigeration unit, with steam from 
remote boiler. Each these individual 
units serves merely condition the space 
which placed. 

Central Plant Systems— used for both 
summer and winter conditioning. this type 
the air conditioned central point and 
then distributed means ducts the 
desired localities. 


How Systems Work 

The operation all types essentially the 
same, although the method control may 
vary from automatic manual, depending 
local conditions. The air first drawn through 
mechanical filter which holds back the 
dust particles that have been suspended 
it. For the summer conditioning the air 
then passed over cooling coils, similar those 
used refrigerators. The coils contain 
refrigerant gas, usually nonpoisonous, non- 
inflammable, nonirritating gas (like freon) 
which has been developed especially for this 
purpose. This gas alternately compressed 
and allowed expand. expands, takes 
heat from the air, thus cooling it. the 
air cools the excessive water vapor comes out 
drops water condensed the pipe. 
(This excess water vapor results from the in- 
ability air hold large amounts water 
vapor low temperatures.) the same 
time the air being dehumidified the 
condensation the water vapor it, any 
dust particles that may have slipped through 
the dust filter are washed out the water. 


Air Washed 


the wintertime the air, after filtration, 
passed over heating coil through which 
steam circulating. This heated air, 
low humidity, then passed into compart- 
ment where sprayed with water, thus 
increasing the humidity point where 
will “healthy.” 

Finally the air distributed through ducts 
the space conditioned. Inlets for the 
intake fresh air and outlets for the escape 
the impure air must properly located. 
Their location, combined with the volume 
and speed the air, the regulation fans 
and blowers, and the regular infusion fresh 
air, are the factors which determine the 
efficiency the circulation. 


Professional Problems 


Certain factors peculiar particular con- 
fined space must taken into consideration 
determining the type, location, and installa- 
tion air-conditioning systems. The char- 
acter the space itself, the number 
windows, the number people, the type 
appliances these play important 
roles. Each requires attention from expert 
entirely proper and satisfactory system 
desired.

The following questions answer 
and things was given—a set each 
instructor, each one liberty select the 
ones suitable the ability her class. The 
members the eighth grade and the high 
school classes were given typewritten copies 
the poem and the questions and were asked 
being offered the teacher charge. 

Point the place the sky, tell 
where the party was held. 

Did the rainbow children love their 
mother? 

Why were they anxious the 
party? 

How did the rainbow children act like 
other children? 

Name the rainbow colors.

few the answers some the ques- 
tions may interest. All quite agreed 
that the rainbow children loved their mother, 
and that they acted very much like real 
children. 

The seventh and eighth questions were 
somewhat difficult for many the children 
they were not familiar with the colors, 
“roseate” and “mauve,” but their dictionaries 
helped them out. few wrote that the color 
“mauve” was used because rimes with 
“wove.” This gave the teachers opportunity 
teach them that words should not chosen 
for the sake rime but there must 
more important reason for poetic diction. 

Even some the high school students failed 
distinguish between “rosy streams” and 
“dazzling gleams.” When 
they appreciated the more. 

answering the thirteenth question, all but 
one were satisfied with every line. The line 
that did not find favor with this little girl 
was, “They faded out one one.” She was 
disappointed have the colors disappear. 
When asked whether was true nature 
have the colors remain, she understood and 
then liked the last stanza better than all the 
others. With few exceptions, the last stanza 
was the favorite one. few the younger 
children liked the first one best because the 
children were invited party. 

The fifteenth question gave them freedom 
expressing their personal feeling toward 
the poem, and show their appreciation 
beautiful sunset. One boy wrote, think that 
this poem describes the sunset beautifully. 
The author must have loved sit and watch 
this scene the close day could not 
have described intelligently nor 
clear manner. One the girls wrote: 
like this poem because describes the sunset 


beautifully. tells how many colors can 
seen vivid sunset. makes appre- 
ciate the beauty the sunset more than 
used to.” Some the high school students 
wrote rather detailed descriptions about 
the fancifulness the poem, and the 
great pleasure would give both young and 
old. One wrote part: don’t know when 
read poem that brought much 
pleasure. very imaginative and reads like 
fairy story. When you read the first stanza, 
you can hardly wait find out what 
happen.” Another wrote: “Children would en- 
joy this poem because the rainbow children 
are made real, and grown folk would enjoy 
for the vivid word pictures that contains. 
quite natural too, appreciate anything 
that appeals children.” 

The water-color and crayon reproductions 
the poem were exceptionally interesting. 
Those who were least talented art, con- 
tented themselves with the easiest detail 
rainbow, and printed above it, beauti- 
ful rainbow mother had kept them ever 
line.” The ones who could distinguish between 
“rosy streams” and “dazzling gleams” and 
who did not forget the cloudlets had far 
the most pleasing pictures. two interpreta- 
tions were had the sun setting 
between hills, others had sunset 
prairies, while still others painted ocean scenes 
and reflections the colors the water. 

the whole, were well satisfied with 
the results this lesson appreciation and 
enjoyed much the children. Any 
teacher feels repaid for her work when there 
such wholehearted response from the pupils. 
When the children came school with the 
question: “Sister, did you see the lovely sunset 
last evening? never saw one gorgeous,” 
Sister knew that the appreciation lesson ful- 
filled its purpose. For several weeks after the 
lesson was presented one the rooms, 
the children would ask permission paint 
more sunset scenes during the noon 
just another proof that the time spent 
teaching children appreciate the grandeur 
nature time well spent.

The Romance Arithmetic

Careful experimentation has proved the 
value the constructive approach all 
subjects. the creative urge youth finds 
the expansion its untried powers 
motive for the pursuit various needed 
learnings; these voluntary expeditions into 
new places and old truths add cubits the 
mental stature the pupils; then this de- 
sirable condition should contemplated 
all schools and learning situations. 

Arithmetic supposed very matter- 
of-fact, final, and practical study. Its applica- 
tion the bread-and-butter side living 
would seem remove from the realm 
romance. Only freed from 
the compulsion memorizing number facts, 
can the individual indulge flights fancy. 
can then begin compute the immensities 
space, the infinitesimal divisions matter, 
and expand the imagination geometry, 
trigonometry, and higher calculus, and tackle 
the Einstein theories. But romance this 
kind removed from the days the grade 
student and must sought bypaths. 
the procedure ordinary living from day 
day, numbers play preponderant part. There 
hour minute when the numbering 
clock ceases. far, far back history and 
see records kept stone. The pyramids 
Egypt were built mathematicians. 

The institution finance becomes increas- 
ingly important civilization grows com- 
plexity. Due these aspects and many 


not strange that educators allot 


large place the curriculum the sci- 
ence numbers the grades. What 
deplored the paucity results compared 
time allotment. 

seeking for reasons for loss effort 
spent, one cannot blame the textbooks. Never 
before were books well arranged 
attractively put out. The first complaint 
waste the lack facility the use 
the basic tools computation. The number 
combinations addition and subtraction and 
multiplication tables are often found 
stumbling blocks the upper grades. Better 
methods should taken ensure success 
this purely memoriter task. workman can 
turn out good job with poor tools. Groups 
differ power over these tools but 
child should allowed proceed lacking 
perfection this work fitted the grade 
which can best perfected. Loss effort 
the application principles hypothetical 
Vagueness comprehension, irre- 
sponsibility accurate results, and general 
neglect standards the verdict those 
who try remedy the failures. Better meth- 
ods securing attention would reduce the 
time given such drill. Strong motives 
for economy time should found either 
through compelling personal interest, 
through cultivated sense responsibility for 
rigorous self-discipline. 
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Working Out Budget 


Their utter dependence upon the working 
out the family budget seldom occurs 
children unless the budget ceases function. 
Against this tragedy much might done 
fortify them without bringing the whole 
burden responsibility their immaturity. 
debts, lawsuits, and money shortages the 
hearing young children; the sensitive ones 
bear the scars dread, sometimes through 
their entire lives. 

early the fifth grade, even sooner 
some districts, budgetmaking might form 
part arithmetic exercises. might start 
with itemizing the spending allowances 
which most families steady income make 
their children. The very poor might 
given make-believe sums spend. Children 
love the concrete and are made deal too 
much with the abstract which adult 
function. 

eighth grade, the girls the class 
were given the family budget work while 
the boys the class worked another 
problem. the suggestion the teacher, 
the boys were asked help out the 
planning the budget toward the end 
the allotted schedule for the work. 

The pupils were select any sum they 
wished name regular fixed income. The 
supposition was that each girl would name 
such sum she knew available for her 
family. personal questions were asked. 
Many, course, had vague ideas what the 
sum really was and some workers’ homes, 
growing children add the income varying 
amounts. The matter side incomes from 
roomers and boarders also adds the com- 
plexity budgetmaking among the poor, but 
that makes all the more imperative watch 
expenses. general statement the teacher 
assigning this problem was that the sum 
allotted each budget did not matter 
much the proportion they would maintain 
between the various items needed for living 
expenses. has been part the domestic- 
science curriculum for seventh-grade 
work budgetmaking; but the placing 
this work arithmetic time gave the question 
added dignity and opportunity dwell 
length the scientific aspects the 
problem. 

After struggling with the problem for some 
time, the girls became convinced that mother 
must genius high order. course, 
the teacher had armed herself with pamphlets 
from the government, state and federal, giving 
the proper balance between expenses for food, 
clothing, shelter, and incidentals. Only much 
these hints were judged usable the 
class were given out the teacher. con- 
ning over results gathered from schools 
different neighborhoods, was found that 
schools located the poorest districts fur- 
nished the least successful work. 

first there was great enthusiasm apply- 
ing the arithmetic time domestic plans. 
the work did nothing besides giving the 
children scientific basis for thinking through 
the problem supporting family, the time 
was well spent. That the government should 
concerned with ascertaining what propor- 
tion income should spent each item 
living expense, gave added importance 
the figuring the class. Practice multiply- 
ing, adding, subtracting, and dividing had 
motive for accuracy. Prices were discussed 
informally; girls soon learned the difference 
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prices stores located not far from each 
other the neighborhood. 

was brought out that staples, rice 
and sugar, could bought large quantities 
low cost. This again gave light the mat- 
ter cooperative buying exemplified 
some foreign countries, for example, Denmark, 
Sweden, and some places England. Here 
also was learned why some stores could 
sell cheaper than others. All these matters 
came casually and doubtless were some- 
what tiresome girls with ribbons their 
hair. The hope the teacher was always 
that there was foundation being laid for 
sincere and accurate work applying arith- 
metic the problems daily living, and that 
healthy curiosity about financial matters 
might firmly established. 


Concerning Interest and Attention 


Interest and attention will taken 
here this point wherein the con- 
servative and the progressive systems differ. 
Conservatism asks that each individual shall 
held strictly identical regimens for pur- 
poses discipline well for content 
the curriculum. The routine examina- 
tions should have conveyed the sad truth that 
even under thoroughly regimented system 
and set curriculum, youth varies its returns 
much and widely the most enthusiastic 
individualist could prognosticate. 

Following the budgetmaking project 
before mentioned, sometimes the young people 
would bring class chapter what had 
been said the evening family concourse. 
Little dependence can placed the uni- 
formity the pull family interest pro- 
viding motives for learning and attention. 

Even where this family interest sincere 
and strong, likely too variant 
take the long pull into port. Some steadier 
force must found bridge the chasm 
between the home where intelligent parent- 
hood exists and the home where the parent in- 
fluence negligible or, worse still, evil. Then 
there the orphan state for which un- 
varying motive must found work out 
life’s problems here and now and hereafter. 
If, therefore, such compass can located 
within each heart, recognize it, respect its 
place the order creation, and make 
the dynamo drive the wheels thought. 
How simple will then the process 
learning! For the “will must 
active any learning done. There are those 
who believe this “will learn” can and 
authority; that the habit such obedience 
aids one submit the coercions met 
any social order. One may, however, presume 
defense the voluntary act, that such 
act free willing supreme importance 
because intelligent. certainly true 
that individual makes greater contribution 
thinker distinguished from automaton. 
Such trained thinker will find, while his 
mind voluntarily searching for truths, that 
much hard work, drill, and drudgery 
needed accomplish anything worth while. 

The work budgetmaking touched the 
textbook arithmetic many pages. Prices 
quoted chapters dealing with bills and 
accounts were compared with those actually 
found the stores the neighborhood. 

This first experiment class budgetmaking 
was made district which had suffered 
economic decline. Factories had invaded 
district modest homes. Shortly after the 
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work was taken up, the country was involved 
the World War. Immediately the domestic- 
science classes were turned into the work 
war kitchen. many mothers went 
that ready-to-serve meals were boon 
many homes. The girls who attended the 
classes were pressed into service three 
o’clock shop, help prepare the meals, and 
place them containers sent the 
homes. These were trundled carried 
the boys the school the homes that had 
ordered them the day previous. serve such 
meals cost became practical drill 
arithmetic. There was trained teacher sent 
government request, conduct the 
work. 


Building Project 

Previous this time, the 
classes had the work the curriculum 
plastering, papering, insurance, interest, and 
the usual topics business arithmetic. The 
teachers found the usual errors, computing 
plastering filling rooms solid with plaster, 
walls and ceilings changing places gaily. In- 
surance and taxes were vague matters figured 
without enthusiasm. 

There was vacant lot quite block ex- 
tent next the school. the debris broken 
bed springs, rusty tools, discarded furniture, 
and rubbish surreptitiously cast the lot 
were cleared away, the space would have 
added much needed play space for the 
cramped school grounds. Several attempts 
have this done met with failure. Some years 
later this good thing was accomplished. 

the period mentioned, the vacant lot 
was well known frequent measurings 
and discussions that seemed already part 
school property. was selected for 
project arithmetic. First, would 
have bought, the project was 
ing for rental. Committees were named 
follow out the transactions. The 
committee went the abstract office 
ascertain ownership given law firm 
that had the property listed. The ones 
charge were most kindly the young people 
and acquainted them with the legal forms 
legal friend one pupil living near undertook 
this hypothetical transaction proper 
forms. Such material was filed. 

Real estate firms the precinct were cour- 
teous and helpful giving conservative estimates 
property values the near blocks. this 
time, imagination had leaped forward plans 
for the building 

The project building interesting and 
beautiful apartment had intrigued the young 
people such extent that they had come 
feel ownership with all its romance. Build- 
ing-and-loan companies gave them rates and 
conditions loans. They had draw their 
own plans for the structure patterning them 
after plans obligingly lent neighborhood 
firms. Contractors gave the young people the 
lowest possible figures the project. This 
had include estimates from several firms, 
roofing, plastering, calcimining, wood finish- 
ing, excavating, bricklaying, etc. One firm 
architects kindly sent out one their 
members the school and went over the 
entire scheme with the class. After entire 
morning discussion, the architect went 
away promising send complete plans with- 
out cost the children. 

Every member every firm gave the same 
patient and courteous attention the com- 
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mittees that they would give regular cus- 
tomers. The architect advised them omit 
some the costly details, the roof playground, 
patio garden and tennis court, and basement 
gameroom and créche. These were features 
dear their hearts that they held them 
asking substitute soft for hard woods and 
cheapening interior finish. 


Cold Facts 


When the architects’ plans came and the 
construction firm consulted 
made the probable costs, these were taken 
loan company which promptly refused 
the loan. This was done seriously 
the transaction were actual possibility. 
These good men entered into the teaching end 
the matter once. They explained that 
the plans were too sumptuous for the neigh- 
borhood and would require rental beyond 
the means families that would reside 
that part the city. They pointed out that 
the entire district might given over 
factories eventually. 

Dreams die hard. One lad proposed that the 
children put their building their own 
paper. Each one took number shares 
the corporation, sharing losses, upkeep, and 
possible profits. 

the small hand press the 
manual-training room turned out the bonds 
and the children bought them giving part 
cash school “play money” and part time 
notes. Now came the figuring which took all 
pupils entire classtime. Taxes had 
investigated, special assessments were being 
laid the district the time for sewage 
enlargements; insurance rates were looked 
into. Then the rooms the apartments were 
made smaller make more and cheaper 
quarters; the ceilings were lowered, and 
many the items put with loving thought 
for family comfort were banished from the 
plans. Last was the roof garden and 
playhouse. This was more than two decades 
ago and these were forward-looking features 
the time. 

Consultation with the school engineer, who 
owned rental property, led them know 
that certain percentage must reckoned 
for apartments that would not rented 
continuously. There would damages the 
building, inside and out, careless tenants 
which must charged upkeep. 


Business Works 


Together with the lawyer’s legal 
transactions, cost abstracts, architect’s fees, 
advertising, janitor’s salary, insurance, taxes, 
special assessments, etc., all the responsibilities 
the stockholders were summed up.

had been agreed upon the sale the 
bonds that return per cent the in- 
vestment would expected.

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Figures had been placed the board 
show that each committee had worked care- 
fully each item. There was need 
teach percentage income. The class fought 
every inch the way make the margin. 
This motive gave reasonableness for ac- 
curacy numbers. Any error was immediately 
pounced upon the class. 

One great asset that should out- 
come this kind arithmetic exercise 
would come the landlord, the under- 
standing his problem many young 
people. Probably one that 
similar classes elsewhere will ever totally 
unreasonable their demands when renting. 
They may supposed more careful 
the use rented property. They certainly 
have acquired respect for the work entailed 
providing apartments for rental. These 
benefits from the project would shared 
every member the class whether 
worked numbers efficiently was

pleasant bypath was opened the 
girls each taking one the dream apart- 
ments her own and furnishing according 
her taste. Interior decoration had not 
that time assumed its present proportions and 
the girls were unhampered rules. The 
domestic-science teacher was called upon for 


hints and criticisms. One interesting note was 
made the home-room teacher: the girls 
from the least favored homes brought 
the best plans. They went the stores 
the downstown section, looking furniture 
and making sketches pieces they liked. 
They priced everything. Samples curtains 
and hanging were pinned their drawings 
which were made during drawing time with 
the consent the drawing supervisor. There 
was exhibit these interiors which 
mothers were invited and served with tea 
and wafers. 

sure, teachers and principal were ever 
the defensive about the irregularities 
such procedure arithmetic. was often 
argued that the class had lost entire 
semester drill work which they would need 
high school. was not then considered 
wise point out such objectors that 
most the class never reached high school. 
This was before the school-age limit was 
raised and these pupils nearly all went 
work from eighth grade.

School, Bronx, New York City, which was 
occupied September, 1939, 400 girls and 
the Dominican Sisters who teach them, may 
called model building for commercial high 
school.

Toilet rooms have terrazzo floors and 
tile wainscoting.

There are classrooms, three commercial 
rooms, two laboratories, library, art 
room, music room, two offices, clinic room, 
two teachers’ rooms, and 
gymnasium.

The Activity School 

Gustav Schoenchen. Cloth, 359 pp., 
$2.50. Longmans, Green Co., New York, Y., 
1940. 

For some time impetus toward the “doing” 
method pedagogy has been gathering momen- 
tum within the “Progressive Movement” 
America. leading European proponent this 
“doing” type school was Eduard Burger, 
Vienna, whose work both trainer teachers 
and editor Austria’s oldest educational 
periodical has resulted excellent formulation 
the school’s principles. The Activity School, 
Doctor Schoenchen attempts synthesis the 
principles Burger’s “Activity School” with the 
principles John Dewey’s philosophy. 

The author first sketches the historical genesis 
the European movement. has, tells us, 
drawn upon Comenius, Rousseau, Kinderman, 
Fichte, Pestalozzi, and Froebel; now, however, 
eclecticism modified years experiment. 

Doctor Schoenchen now makes analysis 
the activity method. general, means self-

Nor think, 
does, that the combination the two kinds 
schools (Traditional and Activity) will such 
achieve the best results. The very telling 
fact that approach which keeps the shop 
courses the foreground quite sufficient and 
sure indication that not enough attention will 
given that deep, solid, intellectual training 
which really equips one for life. This suspicion 
confirmed when Doctor Schoenchen dismisses the 
idea “Transfer Training” outmoded.

Activity School intensive training the senses.

Not content with 
educating merely improve society, Dewey
